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Hams  maintain  flood  efforts 


North  Dakota  Section  Manager  Bill 
Kurtti,  WC0M,  reports  that  the  need  for 
ham  radio  assistance  "is  pretty  well  over" 
in  that  state’s  flood  zones  along  the  Red 
River,  but  some  hams  continue  on  duty. 
"People  are  going  back  home  to  clean  up 
the  mess  and,  for  many,  it  will  require  a 
new  start,"  Kurtti  said.  In  some  cases,  he 
said,  homes  and  jobs  are  gone. 

Kurtti  said  hams  continue  to  assist  the 
Salvation  Army  with  flood  recovery  ef¬ 
forts,  and  he  plans  to  visit  the  station  in 
Grand  Forks.  He  said  the  Salvation  Army 
station  has  continued  to  be  very  busy. 

The  Salvation  Army’s  presence  has 
become  more  long  term  as  the  organization 
continues  to  operate  four  canteens  to  feed 
those  displaced  by  the  flooding  and  looks 
toward  the  clean-up  effort.  Maj.  Jim  Gar- 
rington  in  Grand  Fork  said  the  Salvation 
Army  has  been  using  ham  radio  volunteers 
so  the  feeding  centers  can  stay  in  touch 
with  the  control  center.  "They’ve  been  just 
as  good  as  gold,"  he  said  of  the  ham-vol¬ 
unteers.  "It’s  been  a  real,  real  fruitful 
relationship."  The  relief  effort  is  feeding 
upward  of  2700  people  a  day  (one  of  the 
Salvation  Army  staff  members  at  the 
Grand  Forks  center  is  Capt.  Cliff  Mackey, 
KB0TXE,  of  Leavenworth,  Kansas).  Gar- 
rington  said  some  hams  are  doing  double 
duty-helping  with  driving  or  serving 
meals  as  well  as  with  communication 
needs.  He  said  the  need  for  volunteers  in 
general  —  not  necessarily  hams-is  "huge." 
Both  Kurtti  and  Garrington  anticipate  the 
need  for  ham  radio  assistance  will  increase 
once  evacuees  are  allowed  to  return  to 
their  homes  and  the  cleanup  gets  into  full 


swing. 

Minnesota  SEC  Gary  Peterson, 
N0ZOD,  his  wife,  Gladys,  KB0TUT,  and 
several  other  hams  from  Southeast  Minne¬ 
sota  visited  the  flood  zone  earlier  this 
month.  He  described  a  communication 
facility  at  the  Crookston,  Minnesota,  Sal¬ 
vation  Army  distribution  center  that  "con¬ 
sisted  of  a  small  operating  position  with  a 
dirt  floor  in  a  dark,  cold  comer  of  the 
warehouse,"  where  local  hams  staffed  the 
center  all  day  long.  The  group  included 
several  newly  licensed  hams.  Peterson  said 
East  Grand  Forks,  Minnesota,  ARES 
members  at  one  point  even  dispatched  fire 
units  in  that  city  when  the  911  system 
went  down. 

Peterson  cited  several  clubs  for  special 
mention,  including  the  Rochester  ARC,  the 
Winona  ARC  and  the  Redwing  ARC. 
Overall,  it’s  estimated  that  hundreds  of 
hams  pitched  in  during  the  flood  emer¬ 
gency  and  recovery  effort.  Peterson  also 
had  words  of  praise  for  East  Grand  Forks 
(Minnesota)  ARES  EC  John  Engle,  WA0- 
LPV,  and  Grand  Forks  (North  Dakota) 
ARES  EC  Gerald  Nies,  NONGW,  who 
manned  ARES  operations  from  their  re¬ 
spective  positions  on  opposite  sides  of  the 
Red  River  during  the  flood. 

Peterson  said  he  >vas  impressed  by  the 
dedication  and  hard  work  hams  were 
putting  out  to  help  others,  taking  time  off 
from  their  jobs  and  using  their  own  gear. 
"It  is  such  a  pleasure  to  be  associated  with 
these  people,"  he  said.

SETI  League  honors 
Indiana  ham 


The  SETI  League  has  honored  Daniel  Boyd  Fox, 
KF9ET,  of  Bloomington,  Indiana,  by  presenting  him 
with  the  second  annual  Bruno  Memorial  Award  for 
significant  technical  contributions  to  the  SETI  League’s 
Project  Argus  search  for  intelligent  radio  signals  from 
elsewhere  in  the  universe.  The  Bruno  Award  honors  the 
memory  of  Giordano  Bruno,  an  Italian  monk  who  was 
burned  at  the  stake  in  1600  for  daring  to  contemplate  the 
existence  of  other  inhabited  planets.  Fox  has  developed 
a  basic  radio  telescope  block  diagram  that’s  been  dupli¬ 
cated  by  dozens  of  other  experimenters  and  built  one  of 
the  first  amateur  listening  stations.  In  December,  the 
SETI  League  reports,  he  received  "an  interesting  (though 
unconfirmed)  candidate  signal"  —  among  the  first  de¬ 
tected  in  the  SETI  League’s  Project  Argus  search.  Fox’s 
SetiFox  computer  program  is  widely  used  by  project 
participants.

The  ARRL 
noted  in  its  comments  to  the  Commission  that  because 
projected  revenue  from  the  vanity  fee  increase  "signifi¬ 
cantly  exceeds"  the  revenue  needed  to  cover  the  costs  of 
administering  the  program,  a  delay  would  be  reasonable. 
The  ARRL  also  asked  the  FCC  to  limit  the  vanity  call 
sign  fee  to  the  minimum  it  needs  to  recoup  its  costs  to 
administer  the  vanity  program  but  "without  rounding  to 
a  significantly  higher  fee."  The  FCC  adjusts  its  fee 
schedule  every  year.

taken  up  in  preparation  for  WRC  97  included  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  additional  frequency  allocations  to  the  Mobile 
Satellite  Service  operating  below  1  GHz  —  familiar  to 
hams  as  "the  little  LEO  issue."  No  specific  frequencies 
have  been  identified  in  the  CPM  report  for  reallocation. 
Although  the  report  does  address  a  number  of  sharing 
possibilities,  it  makes  no  mention  of  sharing  with  the 
Amateur  Service.  In  addition,  a  new  concept  of  "broad 
allocations"  was  introduced.  If  adopted,  this  concept 
would  result  in  individual  nations  being  able  to  identify 
and  allocate  frequencies  from  a  broad  pool  of  service 
allocations.  This  concept,  being  quite  new  and  unstudied, 
only  resulted  in  a  call  for  future  studies  by  the  ITU. 
However,  it  will  be  watched  closely  by  radio  amateurs  as 
it  might  have  the  potential  of  representing  a  threat  to  our 
bands.  It  is  likely  that  any  such  studies  will  be  prolonged 
over  a  multi-year  period. 

Of  course,  the  work  of  WRC  97  will  be  guided  by 
specific  proposals  submitted  by  individual  nations.  At 
present,  countries  have  not  yet  finalized  nor  submitted 
their  proposals.  Until  they  do,  the  amateur  community 
will  not  be  able  to  accurately  assess  the  threats  to  our 
bands  for  this  conference. 

Unfortunately,  the  Little  LEOs  are  not  the  only  new 
service  searching  for  spectrum.  One  newcomer  is  the 
Earth  Exploration  Satellite  Service’s  use  of  synthetic 
aperture  radar  (EESS  active)  for  a  system  of  spacebome 
sensors  designed  to  collect  information  about  environ¬ 
mental  issues  and  other  similar  data.  A  variety  of 
frequencies  is  being  sought,  possibly  including  430  to 
440  MHz.  The  amateur  and  amateur  satellite  service 
status  in  this  band  is  somewhat  complex,  varying  by  ITU 
Region  and  even  by  individual  country.  So  far,  studies  of 
sharing  possibilities  between  the  amateur  and  EESS 
(active)  have  not  shown  them  to  be  compatible  because 
of  the  interference  level  experienced  when  the  two 
classes  of  stations  are  within  line  of  sight. 

There  is  also  a  type  of  EESS  (active)  which  would 
make  use  of  1215  to  1300  MHz  which  is  of  concern  to 
amateurs  (the  amateur  allocation  is  1240  to  1300  MHz). 
Studies  here  show  compatibility  with  some  types  of 
services  but  still  represent  a  potential  source  of  interfer¬ 
ence  to  amateur  operations. 

Over  the  next  90  days,  the  various  member  countries 
of  ITU  interested  in  seeking  specific  allocations  for  these 
services  at  WRC  97  will  be  making  proposals  for  the 
work  of  the  conference. 

The  ARRL  -  as  the  spokesman  for  Amateur  Radio 
in  the  US  —  is  actively  participating  in  the  work  of  the 
relevant  ITU  bodies  on  these  matters  along  with  the 
IARU.

ITS  GONNA  BE  A  UPS  SEASON

Your  astute  editor  K9ZZ  suggested  I  write  a  couple 
of  extra  paragraphs  this  month  concerning  power 
outages,  and  the  possible  use  of  a  UPS  (uninterruptable 
power  supply).  Jim  is  absolutely  correct  to  be 
concerned  about  outages,  especially  during  the  coming 
summer  months.  It  seems  that  several  power 
generating  plants  in  Wisconsin  may  be  off  line 
simultaneously,  and  warnings  have  been  released 
indicating  a  high  likelihood  of  brownouts  (periods  of 
lower  than  normal  voltage)  and  blackouts  (no  power  at 
all).  We  all  need  to  take  special  precautions  this 
summer  to  prevent  data  loss  while  working  with  our 
computers. 

A  UPS  is  a  box  which  plugs  into  the  wall.  Your 
computer  system  then  plugs  into  it.  The  UPS  contains 
a  battery  which  is  constantly  charged  by  an  integrated 
battery  charger  when  the  AC  mains  are  hot.  True 
UPSs  use  the  battery  to  drive  an  inverter  which 
supplies  1 10V  AC  to  your  computer  all  the  time;  this 
yields  an  added  benefit  of  constantly  conditioning  the 
power  that  goes  to  your  computer.  If  the  AC  mains  go 
dead,  the  battery  still  provides  current  to  your 
computer.  However,  the  UPS’s  internal  battery  charger 
no  longer  works,  so  the  battery  has  a  finite  time  that  it 
can  keep  your  computer  going.  All  you  need  though  is 
a  couple  of  minutes,  to  save  your  work  and  power 
down  gracefully.  Note  that  because  a  true  UPS  supplies 
your  computer  with  power  all  the  time,  it  will  have  no 
"switch  time"  listed  in  the  specifications.  This  is  in 
contrast  to  other  less  expensive  devices  which  switch 
to  battery  supply  only  when  the  mains  go  dead. 

True  UPSs  can  be  very  expensive,  and  unless  you 


have  a  spare  grand  or  two  to  spend,  look  for  one  that 
can  keep  your  system  going  just  long  enough  to  save 
your  work  and  quit.  A  fully  loaded  computer  system 
(don’t  forget  to  include  the  monitor  since  you  need  to 
see  what  you  are  doing)  can  easily  draw  over  500 
watts.  Go  looking  for  a  UPS  that  can  handle  your 
particular  system  for  just  a  couple  of  minutes. 

If  you  can’t  afford  the  bucks  for  a  UPS  or  similar 
device,  there  are  other  steps  you  can  take  to  prevent 
disaster  if  a  brownout  or  blackout  occurs.  First,  make 
backups  of  your  data.  Use  floppies  if  necessary,  and  do 
it  now  -  not  next  week!  Second,  save  your  files  often 
while  working  (I  saved  this  article  at  least  eight  times 
while  writing  and  editing  it).  You  won’t  loose  much  if 
you  save  often.  Third,  make  a  temporary  backup  copy 
on  a  floppy  at  the  end  of  each  work  session. 

Finally,  take  heart.  There  is  no  inherent 
expectation  that  your  machine  will  be  damaged  by  a 
power  failure.  You  may  loose  your  work  if  you 
haven’t  saved  it,  but  just  loosing  power  in  the  middle 
of  a  Windows  95/Microsoft  Word  editing  session  need 
not  cause  a  major  problem  (though  the  risk  of  file 
damage  goes  up  considerably  if  the  loss  of  power 
happens  in  the  middle  of  a  save-to-disk  operation). 
Also,  if  the  power  goes  down,  don’t  forget  to  turn  the 
computer  off  (as  well  as  other  appliances  in  your  home 
or  business).  Damage  could  occur  if  your  switch  is  in 
the  on  position  and  later  the  AC  mains  cycle  on  and 
off  several  times. 

Let’s  hope  that  the  abbreviation  UPS  stands  for 
Unusually  Pretty  Summer.  Happy  computing!

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No.  43:  A  Leash  for  Windows  95 


I  found  it!  Thanks  to  Skip  Douglas,  KA9DDN,  my  problems  (and,  perhaps  yours) 
are  solved.  Skip  and  I  were  sitting  next  to  each  other  at  the  Ozaukee  Radio  Club’s 
weekly  Saturday  breakfast,  when  he  waxed  enthusiastic  about  a  new  program  he  had 
purchased.  As  I  listened,  it  became  apparent  that  it  might  "leash"  Win95,  and  give  me 
the  added  bonus  of  painlessly  partitioning  my  1 .6  gigabyte  hard  drive  so  that  I  would  not 
loose  all  that  space  due  to  overhang.  I  got  my  own  copy,  and  you  know  what?  It  works 
beautifully!  Its  called  Partition  Magic  (version  3)  by  PowerQuest  Corporation,  Orem, 
Utah  (800-965-7576;  www.powerquest.com),  but  you  can  also  find  it  in  most  catalogs 
and  stores  that  sell  software.  The  list  price  is  $69.95  (well  worth  it)  but  I  paid  $49.99 
from  the  Comp  USA  catalog.  I  predict  this  program  will  hit  the  top  ten  in  sales  within 
the  next  year.  DOS’s  FDISK  program  is  history! 

Let  us  suppose  you  have  a  1 .2  Gb  drive,  all  one  big  C:  partition  devoted  to  Windows 
95,  and  you  have  about  200  Mb  of  data  and  programs  on  it.  After  installing  Partition 
Magic,  click  on  Win95’s  START,  then  PROGRAMS,  then  PARTITION  MAGIC  BY 
POWERQUEST  folder,  then  the  PARTITION  MAGIC  3 .0  icon  (just  follow  the  very  well 
done  manual  that  comes  with  the  program).  A  slider  bar  will  appear  on  your  screen, 
showing  the  C:  partition.  The  first  job  is  to  create  space  to  make  new  partitions.  Slide 
the  bar  down  to  400  Mb.  Your  C:  drive  has  just  been  reduced  in  size  to  400  Mb,  and 
your  overhang  space  has  been  reduced  from  32  to  8  kb!  Typically,  you  have  reduced  the 
wasted  space  on  your  hard  drive  from  50%  to  10%.  That  simple! 

Next,  you  need  to  install  Boot  Manager,  a  program  from  IBM  which  is  included  in 
the  Partition  Manager  package.  How  do  you  do  it?  Click  on  INSTALL  BOOT 
MANAGER  while  still  in  Partition  Magic.  Easy  as  pie.  Then  you  tell  the  program  to  add 
your  current  C:  partition  to  the  Boot  Manager  menu,  and  to  name  that  partition  whatever 
you  like  Win95,  NewWin  or  the  like). 

Now,  suppose  you  want  another  partition  to  be  plain  old  vanilla  MS-DOS  6.22  and 
Windows  3.1.  While  still  in  Partition  Magic,  tell  it  to  create  another  primary  partition  of 
300  Mb,  add  it  to  the  Boot  Manager  menu,  and  name  it,  perhaps  DOSWIN.  You  now 
have  two  separate  C:  drives,  each  completely  hidden  from  the  other.  When  starting  your 
machine,  you  can  select  one  or  the  other  to  be  active.  You  can  copy  the  MS-DOS  6.22 
and  Windows  3.1  files  to  the  DOS  partition  later. 

Well,  you  have  used  up  about  702  Mb  so  far  (400  Mb  for  Win95,  300  Mb  for 
DOS/Win3.1  and  2  Mb  for  the  Boot  Manager).  What  do  you  do  with  the  rest?  What  I 
suggest  (also  suggested  in  the  very  well  written  program  manual)  is  that  you  create  two 


more  extended  partitions,  a  D:  and  an  E:  drive.  Use  D:  for  programs  and  applications 
that  can  be  run  from  either  Win95  or  DOS  (this  drive  will  be  available  to  whichever  C: 
partition  you  boot  at  startup).  The  E:  drive,  also  available  no  matter  which  C:  drive  you 
boot,  is  for  data. 

I  suggest  you  begin  by  allocating  300  Mb  to  D:  and  the  remainder  to  E:.  Its  easy  as 
pie.  Just  tell  Partition  Magic  to  create  an  extended  partition  of  300  Mb  and  to  name  it 
APPS  (applications)  or  PROGS  (programs)  oj  whatever  you  would  like.  Do  the  same  for 
E:  with  the  remainder  of  the  available  space  and  name  it  something  like  DATA. 

I  haven’t  given  you  all  the  details  here.  The  manual  that  comes  with  the  program  is 
very  thorough  and  will  do  that  job  for  you.  Another  step  you  may  need  to  take  is  to  use 
the  Drive  Mapper  part  of  the  program  to  quickly  and  easily  change  the  drive  letter 
references  in  all  your  programs  so  that  once  you  begin  moving  your  common  programs 
to  D:,  they  will  work  properly.  It  will  also  change  the  drive  letter  of  your  CD  ROM  so 
that  it  will  work  as  expected.  Everything  possible  is  detailed  in  the  manual,  and  I  suggest 
you  at  least  skim  it  cover  to  cover  before  you  begin.  That  will  ensure  a  trouble  free 
installation. 

But  supposing  you  do  follow  these  guidelines.  What  will  you  have  gained?  Take  a 
look  at  the  new  map  of  your  hard  disk  below: 


First,  you  will  have  both  Windows  95  and  your  old  DOS/Windows  3.1  on  the  same 
machine.  You  will  be  able  to  boot  to  either  one,  as  you  choose,  with  the  benefits  of  both. 
Your  application  programs  will  be  on  drive  D:,  accessible  to  both  operating  systems.  A 
big  benefit  is  that  your  data  (spreadsheets,  letters  -  whatever  you  create)  will  be  on  a 
separate  drive  (E:).  You  have  segregated  your  finished  work  from  the  programs  in  a  very 
logical  way,  and  it  will  ease  the  backup  process  significantly.  You  should  remember  to 
back  up  everything  on  E:  frequently.  You  will  probably  even  be  able  to  back  it  up  to 
floppies;  it  will  not  be  very  large.  Still  another  large  benefit  is  that  you  have  gained  back 
huge  amounts  of  space  on  your  drive  by  reducing  overhang  from  32  kb  to  8  kb  (4  kb  for 
drive  E:).  And  the  neatest  thing  of  all  is  that  you  can  later  change  the  size  of  any  of  these 
partitions  on  the  fly,  whenever  you  want  to!  Just  run  the  program  from  Win95,  move  the 
slider  bar  as  you  wish,  and  its  done;  just  amazing!  That  means  that,  as  your  need  change, 
you  can  change  the  proportion  of  your  hard  drive  given  to  one  partition  or  another.  In 
other  words,  you  can  change  the  size  of  D:  or  E:  or  either  C:  drive,  without  losing  data, 
whenever  you  like.  Total  flexibility.  That’s  the  way  working  with  computers  should  be. 

My  sincere  thanks  go  to  Skip  for  sharing  his  discovery  with  me,  and  with  you.

If  1 996  was  a  banner  year 
for  WQP,  then  1 997  has  to  be 
viewed  as  a  mirror  image. 
1997  WQP  missed  last  year's 
highest  ever  entries  by  only 
ONE  ENTRY.  This  year  we 
had  216  overall  entries,  with 
147  from  Wisconsin  and  69 
from  out-of-state,  including 
Canada  and  Paraguay.  Logs 
were  received  from  26  states 
and  the  Provinces  of  Ontario 
and  Saskatchewan.  We  also 
experienced  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  Categories  that 
were  entered.  We  had  entries 
in  9  of  our  12  Categories, 
compared  to  7  last  year. 

I  guess  we  must  be  doing 
some  things  right.  And  to  the 
contrary,  some  things  wrong. 
This  year  I  mention  two  prob¬ 
lem  areas: 

1 )  Evidently  my  comments 
in  last  year's  WQP  RESULTS 
were  not  read.  The  COM¬ 
PLETE  FILLING  IN  OF  ENTRY 
FORMS  got  even  worse  this 
year.  There  is  no  way  I  could 
summarize  the  number  of 
Counties,  States  or  Provinces, 
as  a  very  large  percentage  did 
not  bother  to  indicate  WHICH 
SPECIFIC  COUNTIES,  STATES 
OR  PROVINCES  THEY  WORK¬ 
ED  (the  listings  of  Counties, 
States  and  Provinces  are  pro¬ 
vided  with  the  rules).  In  fact, 
a  number  of  entries  indicated 
only  MULTIPLIERS  without  a 
breakdown.  The  rules  do  re¬ 
quire  that "  new  multipliers  be 
circled  (or  crossed  out)  as 
worked."  The  purpose  of  this 
is  to  provide  a  way  we  can 
easily  match  the  claimed  mul¬ 
tipliers  with  the  actual  ones 
from  each  log  AND  also  to 
help  determine  exactly  what 
Counties,  States  and  Prov¬ 
inces  appear  in  the  logs.  I 
need  a  summary  sheet  of  the 
Counties,  States  and  Prov¬ 
inces  somewhere  in  the  entry. 
Some  logging  programs  pro¬ 
vide  that  (like  WAIUJU's 
WQP  program),  but  most  do 
not.  This  year  I  spent  a  HUGE 
amount  of  time  trying  to  just 
determine  that  the  multipliers 
claimed  matched  what  the 
logs  showed.  Simply  indicat¬ 
ing  this  on  the  entry  form  or 
within  a  computer  generated 
entry  form  would  really  help  a 
lot  guys  and  gals.  You  have 
to  go  thru  your  logs  to  deter¬ 
mine  your  multipliers  any¬ 
ways.  How  much  extra  time 
does  it  take  to  list  them  some¬ 
where  OR  circle  or  cross  them 
out  on  our  listings  on  the  en¬ 
try  form?  I  think  we  process 
the  RESULTS  quite  rapidly 
considering  that  we  do  not 
get  all  the  entries  till  the 
middle  of  April.  We  have  been 
able  to  get  the  RESULTS  to 
the  publisher  by  the  end  of 
April.

Thanks  for  flipping 

years  I  have  spent  way  too 
many  midnight  hours  trying  to 
meet  the  deadline.  Your  help 
is  needed. 

2}  A  situation  developed 
this  year,  relating  to  mobile 
stations.  Evidently  our  rule  of 
a  phone  contact  only  counting 
for  ONE  QSO  POINT  and  a 
CW  contact  only  counting  for 
TWO  QSO  POINTS,  is  not 
clear  enough.  For  example,  if 
a  mobile  station  sits  on  a 
county  line  and  gives  out  two 
counties  during  the  same 
transmission,  that  mobile  can 
only  claim  ONE  QSO  POINT 
(TWO  FOR  CW  CONTACTS). 
They  cannot  give  out  two 
counties  and  claim  two  phone 
points  (or  4  points  if  CW). 
ONE  point  per  phone  contact 
and  TWO  points  per  CW  con¬ 
tact.  That's  the  rule.  Simple 
enough,  or  at  least  we 
thought.  If  that  mobile  wants 
to  claim  BOTH  COUNTIES 
then  they  need  to  make  TWO 
TRANSMISSIONS  (and  be 
able  to  prove  to  us  that  they 
were  indeed  sitting  EXACTLY 
on  the  county  lines).  We  ex¬ 
pect  that  one  and  only  one 
county  be  given  out  with  a 
single  transmission,  and  that 
the  mobile  be  firmly  within  the 
county  limits. 

So,  as  a  result,  next  year 
will  see  some  changes  in  the 
rules.  The  one  change  I  can 
indicate  at  this  time  will  be  - 
all  logs  entered  will  need  to 
be  in  CHRONOLOGICAL  OR¬ 


DER  (entries  listed  by  time  on 
the  same  or  subsequent 
sheets  of  paper).  We  are  look¬ 
ing  at  several  others.  Watch 
for  them. 

Our  plaque  for  the  best 
SINGLE  OPERATOR  -  FIXED 
station  goes  to  Gary  Sutcliffe, 
W9XT.  He  made  158  CW 
contacts  and  41 2  phone  con¬ 
tacts,  contacting  60  counties, 
46  states  and  6  provinces,  for 
a  score  of  81536.  Gary  was 
our  1996  winner  also.  Con¬ 
gratulations,  Gary. 

The  plaque  for  the  best 
OUT-OF-STATE  entry  goes  to 
K90M,  Dick  Van  Zandt,  from 
Illinois.  He  bettered  his  last 
years'  winning  record  with 
100  CW  contacts  and  155 
phone  contacts,  contacting 
52  Wisconsin  counties,  for  a 
total  of  18460  points.  Con¬ 
gratulations,  Dick. 

The  battle  of  the  clubs 
produced  a  BIG  surprise  this 
year.  Evidently  the  result  of  a 
massive  effort  to  get  club 
members  on  the  air  to  oper¬ 
ate,  our  winning  club  mus¬ 
tered  33  entries  to  put  them 
on  top  for  1997.

Baraboo  146.28/88  repeater 


The  word  is  -  the  old  antenna  and  some  feed  line  will 
be  going  up  on  the  TEMPORARY  TOWER  in  a  few 
days,  if  it  hasn’t  already  started.  The  repeater  will  be 
brought  back  on  line.

Hams  aboard  shuffle  flight;  KB5UAC  to 

be  active  from  Mir 


Ham-astronaut  Mike  Foale,  KB5UAC,  took  off  on 
the  space  shuttle  Atlantis  Thursday,  May  15,  to  swap 
places  with  colleague  Jerry  Linenger,  KB5HBR, 
aboard  the  Russian  Mir  space  station.  The  mission  is 
the  sixth  docking  with  the  Mir  space  station.  During 
the  STS-84  pre-flight  press  conference,  Foale  talked 
about  ham  radio  and  his  stay  aboard  Mir.  Foale  is 
scheduled  to  remain  aboard  Mir  until  September. 

Other  hams  on  the  STS-84  crew  include  Com¬ 
mander  Charles  Precourt,  KB5YSQ,  and  Mission 
Specialists  Edward  Lu,  KC5WKJ,  Carlos  Noriega, 
KC5WKK,  and  Jean-Francois  Clervoy,  KC5WKG.  The 
Atlantis  is  carrying  badly  needed  replacement  equip¬ 
ment  for  the  Mir  space  station,  including  a  new 
oxygen-generation  unit. 

Foale  said  he  took  his  ham  radio  exam  in  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  STS-56  shuttle  mission.  "My  commander 
then  [Ken  Cameron,  KB5AWP]  was  a  pretty  serious 
radio  ham,  and  he  encouraged  the  whole  crew  to  do 
it,"  Foale  said.  "Since  then,  I’ve  enjoyed  taking  part  in 
those  activities,  and  I  do  look  forward  very  much  to 
using  the  ham  radio  on  the  Mir  throughout  my  stay 
there  to  talk  to  anybody  who  can  speak  to  me  in  either 
English,  American,  or  Russian." 

Foale  said  he’s  open  to  talk  about  anything  and 
with  anybody.  "I  really  enjoy  having  slightly  longer 
contacts  than  just  the  brief  collections  of  QSOs  we  do 
on  shuttle.  As  a  long-duration  crew  member.  I’m 


hoping  that  [hams]  will  allow  me  to  talk  longer  with 
them,  so  I  can  have  some  contact  with  them  and  their 
countries  and  understand  the  people’s  conditions  where 
they  live  as  I  fly  over  them. " 

Meanwhile,  NASA  says  its  Shuttle  Web  will 
provide  continuous  audio  and  video  coverage  of  the 
STS-84  shuttle-Mir  mission  in  a  second  test  of  the 
latest  technology  for  streaming  video  over  the  Internet. 
Working  with  Technology  Interface  Inc.  and  other 
commercial  Internet  service  and  content  providers, 
NASA  will  use  a  Dutch-manufactured  product  called 
"WebCam"  to  stream  NASA  Television  programming 
over  the  Web.  In  addition  to  ''cybercasting "  the  launch 
and  landing,  NASA  will  transmit  live  video  of  the 
activities  of  the  combined  Atlantis-Mir  crew,  all 
mission  briefings  and  the  daily  Mission  Update  pro¬ 
gram.  Links  to  the  video  stream  through  American  and 
European  reflectors  are  available  on  the  NASA  Shuttle 
Web,  http://shuttle.nasa.gov.

W1AW  upgrades  its 
satellite  capabilities 

With  the  installation  of  a 
better  antenna  system, 

W1AW  has  upgraded  its 
satellite  capabilities.  The 
station’s  Kenwood  TS-790A 
now  feeds  a  Cushcraft 
A148-20T  crossed  Yagi  for 
2  meters  and  a  Cushcraft 
416-TB  crossed  Yagi  for  70 
cm  (with  Advanced  Receiver 
Research  preamps  for  2  me¬ 
ters  and  70  cm  mounted  on 
the  tower),  positioned  using 
a  Yaesu  G-5400B  Az-El 
rotator  coupled  with  The 
Kansas  City  Tracker.  The 
antennas  were  recently  rein¬ 
stalled  atop  one  of  Wl  AW’s 
three  60-foot  towers.  Anten¬ 
nas  are  fed  using  1 /2-inch 
Andrew  50-ohm  Heliax.  W1AW  Station  Manager  Joe 
Carcia,  NJ1Q,  says  the  Kansas  City  Tracker  consists  of 
a  PC  plug-in  card  and  software  and  provides  for  auto¬ 
matic  tracking  of  satellites.  The  Kansas  City  Tracer  uses 
InstantTrack,  a  satellite-tracking  program  that  uses 
Keplerian  elements  (available  from  a  variety  of  sources) 
to  automatically  position  the  antenna  system. 

Shortly  after  the  improved  satellite  system  was 
installed,  Carcia  tried  it  out  during  an  AO-27  pass  during 
his  off-duty  hours.  "I  was  able  to  QSO  VE6ITV,  WD8- 
CDP,  K4RS,  and  WOOQC,”  he  reports.  "I  had  myself  a 
little pileup  there." 

W1AW  is  looking  to  upgrade  its  TNC  from  the 
1200-baud-only  unit  it  now  uses. 

Carcia  says  he  plans  to  have  W1AW  use  the  up¬ 
graded  setup  to  make  contacts  whenever  it  is  feasible.  "I 
certainly  would  like  to  be  a  regular  on  AO-27,  and 
maybe  the  Russian  satellites,"  he  said.  "A  number  of 
years  ago,  we  used  to  send  bulletins  through  OSCAR  10 
during  a  good  pass.  So,  that  is  something  we  might 
revisit." 

Carcia  said  he’s  looking  forward  to  making  other 
satellite  station  improvements  to  be  ready  for  Phase  3D 
later  this  year.

Jim  explained 
some  of  the  difficulties  he  encountered 
with  his  project.  He  said  that  he  was  really 
motivated  when  Larry,  WB9BVB,  de¬ 
scribed  his  swapfest  find  as  nothing  more 
than  junk.  Jim  wins  a  free  one-year  club 
membership  for  his  work.

New  ham  toys  debut  at 
Dayton  Hamvention  1997 


It  most  definitely  did  not  rain  during 
the  Dayton  Hamvention!  An  upbeat  crowd 
reveled  in  three  days  of  beautiful  spring 
weather  May  16,  17  and  18  at  the  Hamve¬ 
ntion— the  world’s  largest  annual  ham  radio 
gathering.  Hamvention  Chairman  Dick 
Miller,  N8CBU,  estimated  that  between 
27,000  and  28,000  people  attended  Dayton 
this  year,  and  many  vendors  reported  brisk 
sales  (some  even  ran  out  of  available  stock 
and  had  to  have  new  units  rushed  to  Day- 
ton),  reflecting  an  overall  brighter  outlook 
within  the  hobby. 

For  many  hams,  Dayton  is  an  annual 
pilgrimage-an  opportunity  to  renew  on- 
the-air  acquaintances  face-to-face,  to  seek 
out  flea  market  bargains,  or  to  be  the  first 
on  their  block  to  see  the  hobby’s  newest 
toys  in  the  flesh  as  manufacturers  and 
vendors  hope  to  wow  the  crowds  with 
their  latest  offerings. 

One  of  the  more  intriguing  pieces  of 
gear  that  attracted  the  curious  came  from 
Kachina,  a  company  largely  unknown  to 
most  hams.  The  Kachina  505DSP  com¬ 
puter-controlled  HF  transceiver,  which  its 
manufacturer  calls  "a  new  approach  to 
Amateur  Radio,"  has  no  knobs,  buttons  or 
meters— nor  a  front  panel  for  that  matter. 
It’s  a  compact  box  you  interface  with  and 
control  via  a  Windows-capable  PC!  Ka¬ 
china,  a  US  firm  based  in  Arizona,  has 
been  well  known  in  commercial  radio 
circles  for  more  than  two  decades.  Under 
development  for  almost  three  years,  the 
505DSP  offers  100  W  output  on  all  MF 
and  HF  bands  and  DSP  filtering  in  the 
second  40-kHz  IF.  (The  only  crystal  filter 
is  a  six-pole  crystal  "roofing"  filter  in  the 
front  end  that  has  a  20-kHz  bandwidth.  All 
other  receive  filtering  is  done  using  DSP 
techniques.)  Operator  control  is  via  the  PC 
mouse  and  keyboard  using  on-screen  icons 
and  pull-down  menus.  A  microphone,  key 
or  keyer  paddle  plug  into  a  panel  that  fits 
into  a  standard  hard-drive  or  CD-ROM 
bay  on  your  PC.  The  Kachina  505 DSP 
will  sell  for  just  under  $2000  (not  includ¬ 
ing  the  PC).  It’s  scheduled  to  be  available 
in  luly. 


Ten-Tec,  Collins  and  ICOM  also 
demonstrated  panel-less  DSP  PC-controlled 
HF  receivers  at  the  Hamvention. 

Tiny  hand-held  VHF,  UHF  and  dual¬ 
band  H-Ts  captured  the  imagination  of  the 
Dayton  crowd.  Yaesu,  Alinco  and  Stan¬ 
dard  debuted  diminutive  H-Ts.  Yaesu 
describes  its  new  VX-1R  as  the  "world’s 
smallest  dual-band  hand-held  with  wide 
receiver  coverage."  It  offers  500  mW 
output  (or  1  W  with  external  power),  a 
rechargeable  lithium  ion  battery,  and  290 
memories.  It  will  be  available  July  1. 
Alinco  debuted  its  DJ-S11T  economically 
priced,  pocket-sized  2-meter  H-T-a  com¬ 
panion  to  its  DJ-S41T  for  440  MHz.  Pend¬ 
ing  FCC  approvals,  Alinco  also  hopes  to 
have  its  "revolutionary"  DJ-C1  2-meter 
"micro-transceiver"  on  the  market  later 
this  year.  The  super-thin  transceiver  is 
only  slightly  larger  than  a  credit  card  and 
about  as  thick  as  a  typical  pocket  calcula¬ 
tor.  Both  the  DJ-S41T  and  the  DJ-C1  put 
out  about  300  mW.  (A  DJ-C4  for  70  cm 
also  is  in  the  offing.)  Standard  introduced 
its  flexible  and  very  compact  C510  dual¬ 
band  hand-held  that  provides  1  W  output 
by  itself  and  up  to  50-W  output  when 
coupled  with  an  optional  accessory  unit. 

Potential  buyers  and  the  just-plain-cur¬ 
ious  also  got  their  first  look  at  Yaesu’s 
new  FT-920  transceiver  that  covers  HF 
and  six  meters.  The  100-W  transceiver 
incorporates  DSP  features  on  both  receive 
and  transmit. 

Kenwood  rolled  out  its  new  Sky  Com¬ 
mand  system  that  permits  remote  control 
of  its  TS-570  or  TS-870  transceivers  via 
two  H-Ts  and  an  interface  box. 

Drake  returned  to  the  Amateur  Radio 
market  with  the  TR270,  a  desktop  two-me¬ 
ter  FM  transceiver  that  includes  a  built-in 
AC  power  supply  and  independent,  dual¬ 
band  receive  capability  in  the  420  to  470 
MHz  and  136  to  174  MHz  ranges.  The 
Drake  TR270  puts  out  25  W. 

Ham  radio  manufacturers  said  they 
sensed  greater  optimism  about  the  hobby 
among  those  that  stopped  by,  coupled  with 
an  upswing  of  interest  in  HF  transceivers. 


As  Chip  Margelli,  KJ7A,  of  Yaesu  put  it: 
"Overall,  it  was  a  tremendous  weekend 
which  exceeded  our  most  lavish  expecta¬ 
tions."  Doug  Wynn,  KB6YZD,  of  Alinco, 
also  was  ecstatic.  "We  were  very  im¬ 


pressed  with  the  size  of  the  crowd  and  the 
interest  they  showed  in  our  products,”  he 
said.  Dayton  Hamvention  1998  is  May 
15-17.

old  versions  still  valid 


First  vice  president  Mendelsohn 
defends  League  in  Dayton  debate 


The  FCC  has  just  released  a  new  Form 
610,  dated  March  1997,  that-among  other 
minor  changes— now  includes  a  space  for 
your  Internet  address.  The  new  form  is 
available  via  the  FCC’s  Internet  site 
(http://www.fcc.gov)  and  via  the  FCC’s 
fax-on-demand  service  (202-418-0177;  to 
obtain  Form  610,  the  form  number  to 
request  is  "000610;"  Form  610A  is 
"006101;"  Form  610B  is  "006102;"  and 
Form  610V  is  "006108."  Form  159,  of 
interest  to  some  vanity  filers,  is 
"000159”). 

The  form  is  much  the  same  as  the 
previous  Form  610,  dated  March,  1995, 
except  that  item  3  A  asking  for  the  appli¬ 
cant’s  "Internet  Address"  is  included  on 
the  same  line  as  the  street  address.  The 
environmental  impact  question,  formerly 
item  6,  has  instead  become  a  statement  in 
the  applicant  certification  section  where  the 
applicant  certifies  that  "the  construction  of 
the  station  would  not  be  an  action  which  is 
likely  to  have  a  significant  environmental 
effect  (see  the  Commission’s  Rules  47 
CFR  Sections  1.1301-1.1319  and

Revised  vanity  call  sign  electronic 
application  available 

On  May  19,  1997,  a  revised  version  of  the 
electronic  Amateur  Station  Vanity  Call  Sign  Request 
form  (FCC  Form  610-V)  was  made  available  on  the 
Internet  at  http://www.fcc.gov/wtb/amradsrv.html. 
Under  "Amateur  Station  Vanity  Call  Sign  System" 
choose  "Interactive  Vanity  Call  Sign  Application." 
This  version  allows  a  user  to  file  multiple  applica¬ 
tions  using  one  FCC  Form  159  (Remittance  Advice), 
thus  permitting  several  applicants  to  file  vanity 
applications  at  the  same  time  and  combine  their  fee 
payments.  The  fee  will  calculate  and  preprint  on  the 
FCC  Form  159,  depending  on  the  number  of  applica¬ 
tions  submitted.  Detailed  instructions  are  available  by 
clicking  on  the  item  number  on  the  Internet  form. 
Previously,  applicants  had  to  complete  a  separate 
FCC  Form  159  for  each  application  submitted 
electronically. 

Electronic  payment  is  not  yet  available,  and 
applicants  must  mail  a  completed  FCC  Form  159 
with  payment  to  FCC,  Box  358994,  Pittsburgh,  PA 
15251-5994,  immediately  after  submitting  any 
electronic  application(s).

ARRL  First  Vice  President  Steve  Mendelsohn,  W2ML,  debated  former  HR 
Report  editor  Joe  Schroeder,  W9JUV,  as  part  of  a  "ham  radio  town  meeting" 
broadcast  live  via  the  Internet  as  part  of  the  Dayton  Hamvention.  The  Saturday 
afternoon  face-off  was  the  first  of  four  during  a  forum  addressing  the  future  of  ham 
radio.  Ham  Radio  &  More  radio  host  Len  Winkler,  KB7LPW,  was  the  moderator. 

Responding  to  the  question,  "Is  the  ARRL  doing  all  it  can  to  promote  the  future 
of  ham  radio?"  Schroeder- who  made  it  clear  he  was  a  League  member  and  critic  and 
not  a  League  basher-asserted  that  the  League  wasn’t  doing  enough  to  fend  off 
challenges  to  our  bands  and  has  not  been  effective  in  assimilating  no-code  licensees 
and  newcomers  to  the  hobby. 

Mendelsohn  assured  the  gathering  of  some  150  onlookers  that  the  ARRL  was 
working-sometimes  quietly  and  behind-the-scenes-to  "educate  those  in  Congress  who 
would  sell  our  frequencies"  about  ham  radio  and  its  contribution.  Focusing 
specifically  on  the  Little  LEOs  issue,  Mendelsohn  said  ARRL  representatives  were, 
at  that  moment,  in  Geneva,  Switzerland,  "promoting  the  idea  that  [low-Earth-orbiting 
satellites]  are  a  good  idea  for  some  other  band,"  while  other  League  efforts  promote 
the  hobby’s  public  service  contribution  to  local  decision  makers. 

Mendelsohn  said  the  League  is  "only  the  sum  of  the  input  of  its  members,"  and 
he  encouraged  individual  hams  to  approach  newcomers  and  "show  them  the  magic" 
of  ham  radio.  "It’s  called  Elmering-one  on  one, "  he  said.  Mendelsohn  explained  that 
a  system  is  in  place  to  alert  section  managers  and  club  coordinators  to  all  newly 
licensed  individuals  in  each  section,  but  he  said  that  Headquarters  has  not  gone  out 
and  directly  sought  newcomers.  "One  hundred  people  in  Newington  cannot  do  what 
172,000  members  can  do,"  he  said. 

When  Winkler  took  questions  from  the  audience,  Schroeder  supported  a  call  from 
one  ham  for  direct  membership  election  of  the  ARRL’s  president.  Mendelsohn 
declined  to  offer  an  opinion  on  die  suggestion,  but  pointed  out  that  it  would  require 
action  by  the  League’s  Board  of  Directors  and  a  change  in  the  by-laws. 

Long-time  League  member  Larry  Roll,  K3LT,  urged  those  on  hand  to  support 
the  League  and  to  get  involved.  "It’s  the  organization  we  have.  We  must  steer  it," 
he  said. 

Mendelsohn  concluded  that  the  League  was  "doing  all  that  it  can,  within  financial 
constraints,  to  promote  the  future  of  ham  radio,"  while  Schroeder  maintained  that 
there  were  "still  a  few  areas  that  need  improvement." 

Other  issues  debated  during  the  two-hour  long  forum  included  whether  to  set 
aside  band  segments  where  contesting  would  be  banned,  whether  the  Internet  was 
killing  ham  radio,  and  whether  the  CW  requirement  for  HF  privileges  should  be 
abolished.  The  forum  Internet  broadcast  was  produced  by  Amateur  Radio  Newsline’s 
Bill  Pasternak,  WA6ITF  (who  also  participated  in  one  debate).  TAPR’s  Greg  Jones, 
WD5IVD,  arranged  the  Internet  hookup.

Have  you  checked  out  the  WAPR  home  page  yet?  I 
have  been  urging  people  to  do  so,  but  shot  myself  in 
the  foot  when  I  gave  the  wrong  URL.  The  correct  WWW 
address  for  the  WAPR  home  page  is:

Recently  I  was  able  to  check  into  it  and  explore 
it  in  a  little  more  depth  than  in  the  past.  It  is  a 
great  resource  for  all  packet  operators,  and  a 
convenient  way  to  get  loads  of  information.  It  has 
links  to  the  TAPR  home  page,  as  well  as  other 
packet-pertinent  pages.  Need  to  know  how  the  AX. 25 
protocol  is  constructed?  You  will  find  a  convenient 
link  on  the  WAPR  page  that  leads  you  to  it.  There  is  a 
wealth  of  material  for  packet-minded  hams  there 
alone. 

You  will  also  find  the  Wisconsin  Node  List  and 
the  Wisconsin  Packet  Radio  Bandplan  there. 

And  oh,  yes,  there  is  a  link  to  the  University 
of  Arkansas  Call-  Server.  I  won't  tell  you  about  the 
Other  links,  you  can  have  the  fun  of  finding  them 
yourself. 

Now  onto  another  subject.  We  have  the  use  of  a 
sophisticated  volunteer  digital  communications 
network  at  our  disposal,  and  are  lucky  enough  not  to 
have  to  pay  $19.95  monthly  for  it.

Some  refuse  to  take 
contributions,  they  are  lucky  enough  to  have  the 
resources  to  do  it  alone.  Others  could  really  use  the 
help.  Why  not  check  with  the  local  node  operator  and 
see  if  a  contribution  is  welcome?  This,  in  addition 
to  a  hearty  thank-you  will  go  a  long  way  toward 
helping  maintain  our  network.

Using  the  Wisconsin  Network  -  Part  28 
by  Andy  Nemec,  KB9AI  .N 

Last  time  we  started  a  general  discussion  of 
"door-to-door"  mail  delivery.  It  is  possible,  with  a 
little  configuration,  to  have  your  local  BBS  deliver 
mail  right  to  your  TNC,  without  having  to  check  into 
the  BBS  itself.  And  it  is  possible,- with  a  lot  of 
TNC 's,  to  send  outgoing  mail  directly  into  the  BBS. 
Thi9  time,  we  will  talk  about  configuring  one 
specific  TNC,  the  Paccomm  Tiny-2.  While  the  command 
structure  for  this  TNC  is  identical  to  other  TAPR-2 
clones,  there  are  subtle  differences  seen  when  it 
comes  to  setting  up  the  mailbox  so  that  it  does  what 
we  want  it  to  do. 


Just  a  word  of  caution  before  we  begin.  You  will 
need  the  cooperation  of  your  BBS '  s  Sysop  in  order  to 
do  this.  You  should  also  reread  the  cautions  that 
appear  in  part  27.  This  is  very  important  -  improper 
operating  can  cause  problems  on  your  LAN.  We  will 
presume  you  have  done  this  by  now,  and  we  can 
investigate  what  this  TNC  can  do. 

In  addition  to  accepting  your  incoming  mail, 
the  Tiny-2  can  forward  personal  messages  to  your 
local  BBS  so  that  it  can  pass  them  through  the 
network  to  their  destination.  It  will  only  forward 
messages  that  are  specifically  designated  (marked) 
for  forwarding.  There  is  a  provision  for 
automatically  marking  messages  for  forwarding, 
though. 

In  the  Tiny-2,  forwarding  is  supposed  to  only 
take  place  during  a  "reverse  forward"  request.  In 
order  for  your  TNC  to  get  this  request,  it  must  first 
be  the  recipient  of  a  forwarding  session  from  your 
BBS.  In  other  words,  your  outgoing  mail  will  only  go 
out  to  your  BBS  if  you  have  received  mail  from  your 
BBS.  There  is  a  provision  for  forwarding  to  one 
specific  mailbox/BBS,  so  you  can  "beat  the  system" 
on  this. 

We  will  cover  all  of  the  pertinent  commands 
alphabetically,  so  that  you  can  follow  along  in  your 
manual  easily. 

AUTOFWD  ON.  It  automatically  marks  messages  for 
forwarding. 

CLKSET  OFF.  This  will  not  allow  a  BBS  to  update 
your  TNC  clock.  You  may  use  local  time,  the  BBS  UTC. 


to  connect  to  a  BBS  to  see  if  there  is  any  mail 
waiting  for  it, 

TKILLOK  Allows  any  NTS  traffic  originating  at 
your  station  to  be  killed  by  anyone  connecting  to 
your  mailbox. 

Of  course,  you  should  be  familiar  with  the  usual 
operating  aspects  of  your  TNC's  mailbox  before 
getting  into  this  seriously.  And  by  all  means,  be 
sure  to  follow  your  BBS  sysop's  advice  when  setting 
these  parameters  (even  if  they  differ  from  mine!) 
because  he  or  she  knows  their  system  best.  And  after 
all,  this  is  a  cooperative  effort  between  you  and  the 
sysop.  And  that  is  what  it  takes  to  have  a  truly 
automatic  mail  system  -  human  cooperation.

FORWARD  This  is  used  to  manually  mark  messages 
for  forwarding.  No  need  for  this,  AUTOFWD  is  ON. 

FNPMS  <xxx>  xxx  is  the  call-sign  (not  alias)  of 
the  node  you  will  use  to  connect  to  your  BBS.  Only 
one  is  allowed.  You  may  also  use  a  digipeater  (not 
recommended)  after  the  node  call . 

FPMS  This  will  be  the  call-sign  of  the  BBS  you 
will  exchange  mail  with. 

HOMEBBS  This  is  your  home  BBS.  Although  there  is 
a  provision  for  an  SSID,  SSID’s  are  not  used  in  the 
hierarchical  BBS  address  scheme  and  are  not  used 
here. 

KILLONFWD  ON  Will  delete  any  message  from  your 
mailbox  that  has  been  sent  out  of  your  mailbox  and 
into  the  BBS.  This  will  help  keep  the  mailbox  clear 
so  that  it  can  accept  new  messages. 

NODETEXT  <x>  This  is  the  command  you  send  to  any 
node  used  to  connect  to  your  BBS.  The  TNC  will  use 
this  the  same  way  you  do.  If  you  connect  to  node 
WZ9APR-1  to  get  to  the  BBS  WZ9APR-5,  you  send  the 
node  this  command:  C  WZ9APR-5  .  Your  TNC  has  to  use 
the  same  path,  so  <x>  is  C  WZ9APR-5 

In  addition  to  these  commands,  there  are  others 
that  are  optional  and  may  want  to  change.  These  are: 

3RDPARTY  This  allows  other  people  to  use  (and 
possibly  abuse)  your  mailbox.  If  it  is  off,  only 
select  people  are  allowed  use  of  your  mailbox, 
MSGHDR  This  allows  a  line  with  "From  <call>  <date>" 
to  appear  at  the  top  of  outgoing  messages.  This  is  a 
preference  matter,  but  note 'that  BBS  messages 
normally  have  this  data  already.
